Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

2. Claims 1 -2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e) as being anticipated by Shimada 
(U.S. Patent No. 6,261,114). With regard to Claim 1, Shimada discloses socket (11) 
comprising a socket body (13), a plurality of contact pins (15) disposed on the socket 
body (13), a rest face (18a), a pair of resilient pieces (15i-h) having contact portions 
(15d), two slide plates (17,18), and an upper operating member (19). See Figs. 2-9. 

With regard to Claim 2, Shimada discloses pressing members (16), which are 
formed between the two slide plates (17,18) and interposed between the pair of resilient 
pieces (15i-h) See Figs. 2-9.
